Burckhalter, 47, president of the

rage from carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. An autopsy revealed the pois- 
onous gas in his system. 

Bail Set at $10,000. 

Mrs. Burekhalter was arraigned 
today for bail-fixing purposes be- 
fore County Judge Frank H. Coyne. 
Her face was strained, but she said 
notaing. 

Bremen R. Burdick, her attor- 
ney, protested against the $10,000 
bail fixed by the Judge, insisting 
that Mrs. Burckhalter could not 
raise as much as $500 in cash. She 
was taken back to the county jail 
and will be formally arraigned next 
Tuesday. Meanwhile, her hus- 
band’s body was cremated. 

It was Mrs. Burckhalter, Gal- 
lagher said, who affixed a vacuum 
cleaner hose to the exhaust of one 
of their three cars, helped Burck- 
halter stuff an open back window 
with paper and shoved the nozzle 
of the hose through.

She returned East again in 1925, 
but in 1927 went back to California 
and in 1927 obtained an interlocu- 
tory divorce which became final in 
1929. They remarried in 1936 “for 
the sake of their two sons,” Donald, 
20, who was adopted, and William, 
17, Gallagher said she told him.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—John D. 
Rockefeller Sr., who died in Florida 
May 23, 1937, left a net estate ot 
$26,410,837, consisting principally of 
securities. 

A transfer tax appraisal, filed to- 
day, listed the gross estate at 326, 
905,182, of which more than 517, 
000,000 was in United States Treas- 
ury notes. 

It was estimated the State would 
collect $4,616,467 in taxes. Attor- 
neys said the Federal tax would be 
about $12,245,000, 

Virtually the entire estate was

The only other beneficiary was 
Joan D. Rockefeller Jr., who re

$26,273,845 . in 

The appraisal, filed by James J. 
Fleming, Westchester County estate 
tax appraiser, listed Mr. Rockefel- 
ler’s chief asset as securities valued 
at $26,273,845. There were notes 
and cash totaling $451,364 and mis- 
cellaneous property amounting to 
$179,973: The latter included a 
stock exchange seat — which he 
never used—vyalued at $93,000. 

Deductions included $360,996 for 
funeral and administration ex- 
penses. Lawyers’ fees were esti- 
mated at $200,000, and the three 
executors’ fees at $25,000 each. The 
executors are John D. Rockefeller 
Jr., Thomas M. de Bevoise, an at- 
torney, and Bertram Cutler, a fi- 
nancial adviser to the Rockefeller 
family. 

Debts amounted to $133,348, rang- 
ing from an item of 58 cents for 
cloth purchased prior to Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s death to $42,813 due as a 
Federal gift tax for 1937. 

In a statement accompanying the 
appraisal, John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
listed $187,000 in gifts made by his 
father in the two years prior to his 
death, included. many dona- 
tions to Republican state and na- 
tional committees. 

The list of assets included one 
share of stock in the immense oil 
empire founded by Mr. Rockefeller. 

“One share of the Standard Oil 
Co. of California common,” the item 
read, “value $43.94 with a dividend 
of $.45 declared prior to his death 
and payable June 15, 1937.”

Cabinet Reviews Situation. 


The Cabinet met today to review 
the German situation, and to give 
attention to matters of defense and 
foreign policy which the Prime 
Minister will take up with the 
French Government when he goes 
to Paris tomorrow. The Paris 
meeting between Chamberlain and 
Dala@ier, the French Premier, will 
be the first since Sept. 29 when 
with Chancellor Hitler and Premier 
Mussolini of Italy they agreed at 
Munich to the Czechoslovak parti- 
tion. 

Anthony Eden, former Foreign 
Secretary, told the League of Na- 
tions Union at Leicester last night 
that any attempt to open colonial 
negotiations with Germany now 
would be “to court not only fail- 
ure but humiliation.” He said there 
would be no confidence in good 
faith “where one of the parties, 
by its treatment of a section of its 
own population, denies all previ- 
ous conceptions of progress and 
civilization.” 

Britain is backing the refugee 
emigration plan, highly reliable in- 
formants said, with the understand- 
ing private capital in the United 
States would provide $100,000,000 to 
help the Jews settle in their new 
homes.

EMPLOYES WHO TOOK 
STOCK IN PAPER LOSE 


Westliche Post Staff Out-About 
$140,000 Mostly in Un- 
paid Salary Claims, 


Employes of the Westliche Post, 
German language newspaper which 
suspended publication last Septem- 
ber, will lose about $140,000 through 
the paper’s failure, chiefly as a re- 


sult of having accepted stock in- 
stead of cash for wages every other 
week during the last five years, it 
was brought out at a hearing in 
Bankruptcy Court yesterday. 

Trustee in Bankruptcy Henry J. 
Schmandt, in charge of the affairs 
of Superior Press, Inc., publishers 
of the paper, said that while listed 
liabilities total only $68,313, em- 
ployes are the principal owners of 
$140,770 in outstanding stock, which 
he considers worthless. 

Walter A. Hofheinz, secretary- 
treasurer and business manager of 
the company, said at the hearing 
that heavy decreases in advertising 
and circulation in recent years had 
accounted for the paper’s difficul- 
ties. At the beginning of this 
year, he continued, the firm had in- 
curred a deficit, principally payroll, 
of $126,000, which was increased by 
$16,067 up to the time of filing of 
an involuntary bankruptcy by 
creditors Sept. 16. 

He told how employes, in order to 
keep the paper going, consented in 
1933 to accept stock instead of sal- 
ary every other week. Some em- 
ployes will lose as much as $9000 
each, he estimated. 

Assets of the company; listed at 
$17,369; include $15,000 in equip- 
ment, on which Oscar E. Buder 
holds a $25,000 chattel mortgage. 
The remaining assets will be barely 
sufficient to pay administrative 
costs and taxes, Schmandt said. 

The paper discontinued daily pub-

ROME, Nov. 22. — Frank 
Smothers, Rome correspondent of 
the Chicago Daily News, was or 
dered to leave Italy today because 
of the “unfriendly” tone of his dis 
patches. 

Guido Rocco, director of the for- 
eign press section of the Ministry 
of Popular Culture, {n informing 
Smothers of his expulsion, cited 


on the English-Italian accord. 
Smothers was given to under- 
stand the order could not be modi- 
fied because of the “generally un- 
friendly tone” of his articles in the 


past. 

The United States Embassy made 
representations at the Italian For- 
dign Office in Smothers’ behalf, 
but was informed the decision was 
irrevocable. Smothers are given 
until the end of the month to leave 
of his own volition. 

Smothers became the Daily News’ 
correspondent in Rome 14 months 
ago, having been transferred from 
the Far East. He is the seventh 
resident correspondent compelled 
to leave Italy in a little more than 
a year. The last was Paul Cre 
mona, correspondent of the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor and a British 
subject. The others were Swiss, 
German, Austrian, Polish and Hun-

OUT OF GEAR WITH 
SOVIET BIRTH RATE 


765,900 Sets When 3,170,000 
Are Needed—Paper Blames

MOSCOW, Nov. 22.—4 diaper 
shortage in Soviet Russia was re- 
vealed today by the newspaper 
Izvestia. 

Inefficient organization was 

blamed by the Government paper 
for the losing race diaper factories 
are running with the increasing 
birth rate. 
In 1088,” Izvestia said, “the 
Peoples’ Commissariat of Public 
Health ordered the production of 
3,170,000 sets of diapers. 

“But although this figure was

Six hundred guardsmen were sent 
to Sioux City Oct. 19 when street

The troop force has been de- 
creased gradually and only 225 were 
on. duty when the withdrawal was 
ordered.

The commission was composed. of 
representatives of Germany, Italy, 
Britain, France and Czechoslovak- 
ia. 


Czechs keenly felt the loss.of six 
communes in the district of Do- 
mazilice in western Bohemia whose 
inhabitants are known as Chodes. 
They were famous for centuries 
in Czech history and literature as 
bold frontiersmen whose coat of 
arms, a wolfhound’s head, the elite 
of the Czech army adopted. é 

By the transfers the Germans 
obtained important transportation 
facilities, including Theben on the 
left bank of the Danube enabling 
them to control both banks of the 
stream. 

Slovak newspapers said that the 
autonomous government at Brati- 
slava was preparing “radical anti- 
Semitic laws” which would elimi- 
nate Jews from Government serv- 
ice and restrict their business activ- 
ities. 

Large Jewish landholders, . the 
press said, would be dispossessed, 
no Jew would be permitted to en- 
gage in journalism or be an actor, 
Jewish doctors would be barred 
from state employment and Jewish 
attorneys would be restricted to 
Jewish clients. 

Other measures in preparation 
were reported to prohibit Gentiles 
from dealing with Jewish business 
men and bankers, and to require 
Jewish places of business to be 
marked as Jewish. 

The number of Jewish pupils in 
schools would be restricted and spe- 
cial seats designated for them. 

Leading Czech political parties 
agreed today to propose Dr. Emil 
Hacha, president of the Supreme 
Court, as President of the Repub- 
lic. 

The candidacy of Foreign Min- 
ister Frantisek Chvalkovsky, which 
hitherto had seemed certain, was 
dropped when political circles con- 
cluded it was to Czechoslovakia’s 
best interest for him to remain at 
his present post. 

Hacha’s acceptance seemed as- 
sured for the presidential chair 
which Dr. Eduard Benes resigned 
after the Munich Accord forced the 
partition of Czechoslovakia,

Agency Allots Columbus, Misa. 
$126,000 After Deal for Private 
Utility’s Property Fails.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The 
Public Works Administration an- 
nounced today financing of its 
first public power project under 
its new policy governing .competi- 
tion with existing private utilities. 
Administrator Ickes said a grant 
of $126,000 had been made to Co- 
lumbus, Miss., to build its own elec- 
tric distribution system, This fol- 
lowed negotiations in which the 
city offered the Mississippi Power 
Co. $232,000 for local facilities. The 
company held out for $536,366. 
Ickes, acting under the new na- 
tional power policy, reviewed the 
data and ruled that $269,000 would 


be a “fair and reasonable offer” for 


the private property. He ordered 
the grant after this second offer 
to purchase was refused.

A storm yesterday 
delayed the sailing. 

Four ferry boats carried the con- 
victs to the ship from their cells in 
the prison at St. Martin-de-Re, on 
the Ile de. Re. 

This was the first group of con- 
victs to be sent to the Guiana col- 
ony, which includes Devil's Island, 
since the Cabinet of Socialist Pre- 
mier Leon Blum decided in 1936 to 
end the practice. The Daladier 
Government recently deci to re- 
sume shipments to the So Amer- 
ican colony to religve overcrowd- 
ing of domestic prisons.

Intervention in the domestic af- 
fairs of other countries is a direct 
revolutionary instrument of Nazi 
policy. It has gone so far as to 
attempt to interfere with the course 
of justice in France, to publicly 
warn Great Britain against the dan- 
ger of having Duff Cooper, Wins- 
ton Churchill or Anthony Eden as 
Prime Minister, to suggest a racial 
policy to Italy, and to attempt to 
dictate the foreign and domestic 
policies of all the small neighbor- 
ing countries. And all of its inter- 
ventions in every direction are 
backed up by the intimidation of 
armed force and economic reprisals. 

What it is doing has no prece- 
dent in any previous German pol- 
icy, but President Roosevelt's ac- 
tion has the precedent of our whole 
history.
